Born on August 27, 1916 he passed his B.Sc. 
(Chemistry) with first class, securing the third position. A Tamil 
Vidwan, he secured the second rank both in his B.A. and M.A. 
Tamil. His research work on Vaishnavism immensely 
contributed to the field of Tamil literature. 

This eminent scholar was conferred many honours like 
‘Arunkalaikan’, ‘Sri Sadagopanponnadi’, ‘Professor Emeritus’, 
‘Tamil Peravai Chemmal’, Thiru Vi. Ka. Award, 
Rajah Sir Muthiah Chettiar Award etc. 

He has written 116 books towards the enrichment of Tamil 
covering varied areas like Literature, Religion, Philosophy, 
Literary Criticism, Popular Science, Research, Biography, 
Autobiography, Educational Technology and Psychology.
